POLO—A 12-year-pld youth 


was electrocuted while taking 
a bath Tuesday night at his 
farm home, 2y3 .miles south- 
west of Mt. Morris. He died 
four hours later.

Cause of the accident was 


apparently a short circuit 
which occurred when a bare 
wire from a light fixture 
touched a metal strip on the 
tile board around the edge of 
the tub. Ronald apparently 
touched the metal strip and 
received a shock. 


He was found by his mother at 


about 9:30 p.m. lying unconscious 
in the tub. His mother said that 
she had heard a noise m the bath 
room and had gone to investigate. 


Firemen Called 


A doctor and two fire companies 


from Mt. Morns and Polo were 
called in an attempt to revive the 
youth. Ronald's father had re- 
moved him from the tub to another 
loom. 


The father testified at the in- 


quest that Ronald did not regain 
consciousness but that his breath- 
ing: had b^en restored to normal. 
The youth died at about 1:30 a.m.

Chinese are "better off" today. It comes from Wang Chung, 
a Chinese worker, who escaped from his native land and 
managed to give a full report to the recent Milan conference 
of the International Confederation of Free Trade Unions..

Remember, this is touted as the "people's revolution." 


If the term has any meaning, then the people should benefit 
from a Communist regime. Has this been true of China? 


The answer, is no. According to Wang—and other eye- 


witnesses agree—the Chinese people in most every respect are 
much worse off now than before Communist control.- 


They are exploited to the absolute physical limit. Where 


they once worked nine hours they may now work 16. Where 
they once drew 600 pounds of rice a month, they now get 
100 to 150. There is no concern for their health or welfare. 
They are ''human, hulks" to be used until they fall in sheer 
exhaustion. 


That is the lot of the "good" Chinese. The anti-Commu- 


nist, or even the man guilty of just the faintest show of un- 
cooperative spirit, is marked for oblivion. With sickening 
brutality the (Communists have murdered millions of ordi- 
nary citizens^ As in every Red-dominated land, the secret 
police have made terror part of the daily diet.

The key words in Wang's report were these: 
"I'm sure I am voicing the unanimous opinion of my 


terror-stricken people when I say we prefer war to Soviet 
tyranny. In war there is hope for peace and freedom. In 
tyranny there can only be tremor, agony, despair and per- 
petual slavery." 


This is dramatic reply to those who imagine the Chinese 


in improved condition. It is cold water in the faces of men 
who continue clinging to the notion that a Red regime means 
social advance. 


What man can honestly dream of "neutrality" in the 


global struggle against such tyranny? Who could passively 
accept Red authority or military occupation with the thought 
that living thus is better than fighting and perhaps dying 
for freedom. 


The man who can do that is either blind to truth or ut- 
terly careless of his liberty.

probably others. It is not likely to 
be caused by arteriosclerosis but 
why It should develop rather sud- 
denly if the health is otherwise 
good I am unable to explain.

If 
positive it indicates that a person 
has been exposed to the germ of 
tuberculosis, but since a large pro- 
portion of adults have been ex- 
posed even if they have never had 
an active form of the disease the 
test is of less value In them than 
in children.

NEW YORK, (NEA) — Why. do 


teen-agers take dope? 


Dr. Frank J. O'Brien, associate 


superintendent of the Board of 
Education • in New York, where 
teen-age drug addicts have be- 
come a big problem, thinks poor 
family life is the cause. 


Others 
have 
advanced 
the 


theory that children begin taking 
dope on a dare, out of curiosity, 
or to prove themselves one of the 
gang. 


"But that doesn't explain why 


some do and others don't," say* 
Dr. O'Brien, a physician and edu- 
cator who is head of the Board 
of Education's Division of Child 
Welfare. 
"It just explains how 


the ones that do start take the 
big step." 
• • » 


To Dr. O'Brien, narcotics among 


children is a three-fold problem. 
There is the police aspect—find- 
Ing the smugglers and th* "push- 
ers" and the brains behind the 
racket. Then there is a medical 
angle—how to treat 
confirmed 


addicts, how to cure them. 


Finally, there is the sociological 


problem, and it's here thit Dr. 
O'Brien feels the answer lies. 


"Our family life is changed,' 


he says, "and not for. the better. 
There is scarcely' a family that 
has not been touched 
by two 


World Wars and the threat of a 
third, by a serious depression, by 
high taxes and the high cost of 
living. 


"All these factors have com- 


bined to make home life nervous 
and unstable. Parents are irrit- 


able. Children are irritable. The 
j 


family isn't a working unit like it 
once was; it doesn't work out its 
problems together like 
it 
did 


when I was a youngster." 
• • * 


Another change in our socio- 


logical structure has contributed 
to the breakdown of home life, ac- 
cording to Dr. O'Brien. That's 
the trend toward materialism, and 
away from spiritual values. 


In Dr. O'Brien's opinion, those 


two factors make children turn 
away from the home and the 
church and into the streets where 
they -join gangs. It's here that 
narcotic* enter the picture. 


"It just happens to be narcot- 


ics," he aays, "because there's a 
lot of narcotics around. It's easy 
and profitable to bring into the 
country. But if it wasn't narcotics, 
it would be something else. The 
children were ripe for some new 
thrill." 


And the children who are ripe. 


for that thrill, and take the first 
step toward drug addiction, are 
those who are emotionally un- 
stable as «• result of the sociologi- 
cal changes in family life. 
• • • 


They pick up the drug habit, 


Dr. O'Brien believes, mostly 
through gangs—not necessarily 
anti-social gangs, but any group of 
children—although some begin as 
individuals. 


Once they smoke that 
first 


reefer, they're on an 
escalator 


that practically 
always 
carries 


them through cocaine snuffing to 
htcoia injection* and complete ad- 


diction. It takes a strong-willed 
person to quit at any stage 


are easily led. 
They 


to be called 'chicken 


and 


Dr. O'Brien 
thinks 
that 
few 


strong-willed youngsters start at 
all. 


There are some normal boys 


and girls who become addicted,' 
he says, "but they are usually_the 
ones who 
don't like 
or 'coward' by their, friends, so 
they try a marijuana reefer. 


'But those, I believe, are the 


exceptions. 
Most of the addicts 


are emotionally unstable to begin 
with. And that emotional insta 
billty traces right back to our 
unstable time and unstable fam- 
ily life." 


Education may help some, he 


feels. 
Teaching all children th 


dangers of drugs will scare off a 
few who are on the fence about 
starting. 
But he doesn't think 


that the long-range answer, 


"There's not much we can do 


for the poor boys and girls 'who 
have become addicted already.' 
he says, "except do what we can 
medically. 
And we have to in 


crease our police vigilance to pro 
,tect other youngsters now in 
school. 


"But for the long run, we mus 


build new values for the home 
and family. If the home and fam 
ily are stable, children will be 
stable, too. And a stable child is 
poor pickings for a dope pusher.1

NEW YORK—When Senator Harry F. Byrd cried out against the 


pre-Communist civil rights program of the Truman carpetbaggers, he 
nade a glancing reference to a threat which seemed important enough 
or stronger and longer emphasis. Discussing the report of the presi- 
dent's committee on civil rights, Senator Byrd said: 
•It Is even recommended that the federal govern- g| 
ment shall be given the power to supervise the dis- £j 
cusslon of matters in the states relating to national 
political issues." 


I confess that up to then, i had not read this re- 


port, although"! believe 1 had read the summaries :'' 
it the time ot publication. This is a problem that | 
mmpers all of us. Important developments atfect- 
ng our basic liberties occur swiftly in a confusion 
which seems to have been carefully planned and the 
>lots are concealed in long, dull, complicated docu- 
nents which the daily papers are unable to exam- 
ine and explain. This "report" was published by the government 
printing office in 1947 and is foe sale at a dollar a copy. It is an at- 
;ack on the rights of our states and ot our citizens within those states 
and it embraces much of the Communist party program to conquer the 
United States. Yet it is an official document of our government, pre^ 
>ared by a strangely mixed group of persons selected by Presidenr 
Truman, it bears the endorsement of the president of the republic on 
which it would inflict grievous damage. 


So 1 read this audacious tract 


and here is what it said on. the 
regulation of political discussion 
by American citizens: "The presi- 
dent's committee recommends" a 
.aw which "can protect participa- 
tion in discussions of matters re- 
ating to national political issues. 
This statute should authorize the 
Department of Justice to use both 
civil and criminal sanctions."

"Sanctions" in this sense ot the 


word is a jargon term meaning 
'enforcement'' or 
"punishment" 


whereas in the American language 
the noun, "sanction" means "ap- 
jroval." 


Senator Byrd said "supervise" 


and the report said "protect" but, 
n any case, this committee here 
proposed a national law, to be en- 
forced 
by the 
Department of 


Justice, which certainly 
would 


give the federal government auth- 
ority over political debates and 
arguments between 
individuals. 


This "protection" certainly would 
entail "supervision," because ob- 
viously the Department of Justice 
could not "protect participation 
n discussions" unless it kept it- 
self Informed of what people were 
saying. 
It would -tend to make 


heckling a crime and inevitably 
would suppress political 
discus- 


sion. -There would be a pretense, 
of course, that the purpose of this 
law was to prevent white men in 
the south from intimidating col- 
ored men. but the power would be 
there to monitor discussions of 
national candidates and .issues. 
And already all over the urban, 
industrial nqr^h, '"discussion" is 
policed and suppressed by physi- 
cal .terror and economic coercion 
in union meetings. 


Who asked the federal govern- 


ment for this "protection?" 


There is no more popular in- 


spiration behind this proposal than 
there is for 'the proposed anti- 
lynching1 law and the anti-poll-tax 
law which Senator Byrd quickly 
recognized as attacks on the char- 
acter and the 
liberties 
of 
the 


white people ot the south. These 
things were hatched Dy a few 
northern carpetbaggers, most oJ 
them local to New York, who hate 
the southern people for their in 
tegnty, their accent and

DON'T HIDE THE FACT 
WE NEED CHILD'S LOVE 


By SIUBIEL LAWRENCE 


The year that Kit wa* eight years old, his grandmother was taken 


to the hospital. 


His mother went to see her every day. AS the hospital's visiting 


hours coincided with Kit's return from school, he would arrive at 
home just as his mother was leaving. Preoccupied and impatient, she 
would say, "How should I know what you did with your red sweater? 
You know as well as I do that The apple butter is in the ice box." 


After a month of this, Kit went upstairs one day and stole 50 cents 


he found under his mother's bureau scarf. Then he went downtown 
and bought himself a banana split, a coke and a package of bubble 
gum. 
" . 
When his mother discovered her loss, she was frightened and 


angry. She spanked Kit. After she had slammed the door. Kit began 
to punch his pillow. He said to,it, "Ugly old meanie. Think you're 
somebody, don't you? You're not... you're not..." 


Kit had stolen from his mother because she had given him a 


strong Impression that she was a big, powerful, self-sufficient creature 
who could well afford to lose 50 cents. 


Actually, she was nothing of the kind. She 'was a woman who 


was afraid that someone she loved was going to die. She was a human 
being in need of love and comfort. 


But of course parents never admit such a need. When we are 


discouraged and unhappy, we don't dream of saying to our Kits. "I 
need comfort." No, sir. We say, instead, "Go away, don't bother me." 
We express our need for love and comfort just exactly as Kit, the 
child, expresses his need for them. We express it by irritation, im- 
patience and bad temper. 


HOW TO MAKE OUR CHILD FEEL RICH 


When a child steals, we should be far less conceinecl with his re- 


turning the material object he has taken from us than with his return- 
ing the love he has taken from us. 


A child steals when he has been made to feel deprived, worthless, 


able to offer nothing of any -value to us. He takes a material thing to 
relieve this feeling of poverty. If we want him to stop stealing, we 
must replace his feeling of poverty with a feeling of wealth. 


How can we make a child feel rich? By helping him to give, in- 


stead of taking. What does he have to give ? Love. 


How can we persuade him to give it? By letting him see that we 


need it. By seeking his comfort when we are discouraged. By show- 
ing our appreciation for it when it has been given. By gratefully notic- 
ing the hands that have been washect voluntarily. By giving three 
kisses for eevry one we're given. By active day-in, day-out aware- 
ness that without his love, we should be impoverished people. 


We can scarcely expect to receive what \ve don't appear to need 
If we have any delusion that we should "protect" children against 


discovering that their parents need comfort, encouragement and re- 
assurance, we better get rid of it fast. It is apt to make us believe as 
though we really were self-sufficient. It tempts our Kits to try and 
show us that they can hurt a mother who thinks she's "somebody." It 
tempts them to steal.
